And  as  this
negotiation is occurrir.~to |ook el sewhere for this national
distribution center, it was thought chat an appeal on ine part
of this Legislature to the Goodyear Conpany, to ask themto
reconsider the situation and perhaps continue negotiations ith
those enpl oyees, would be in order. The goal and intent here is
to try to have the Goodyear Conpany recoghi ze that our enpl oyees
have been there a long tine, worked hard, have made concessions
and have tried to do the best job they can and are continuing to
want to cooperate with the conpany. Onthe other hand, we also
want to enphasize that this Legislature has been there tinme and
again to provide assistance to Goodyear and other |\ anufacturer
in the state, specifically to Goodyear in sonme cases because 0
our concern for that plant and for that conpany.
